I have had several long discussions with Miller and their consultants this evening.
They are amenable and quite frankly want, a meeting with the Department to look at long term
impacts and cleanup. Their insurance companies will be at their site tomorrow morning. They
would prefer to have an onsite meeting at their facility, I personally feel that this is a good idea
to see the site and understand what is actually going on however I do not know everyone’s
schedule and a conference call will work as well.
